MONTGOMERY, July 18.—| 
Drastie changes in State goyern- 
ment with increased power for the 
Governor are proposed by the 
Brookings Institution report re- 
leased for publication Sunday by 
Governor B. M. Miller, 

Only two State officials—the 
governor and lieutenant governor 

would be elected by the people 
if recommendations in the report 
were adopted, 

The Legislature, as it now func- 
tions, would be replaced by a single 
hody of 10 or 20 law-makers to 
meet biennially. The Governor's 
power of veto would be strength- 
ened so as to require a two-thirds 
vote to override it, 

Creation of a Department of Lo- 
cal Government would centralize 
administration of county goyern- 
ments throughout the State, dis- 
Dursing funds and otherwise con- 


trolling their financial and political 
affairs. 

A proposed department of Pub- 
lie Welfare would direct the af- 
fairs of State prisons, hospitals, 
pardons and paroles, child and so- 
cial welfare work, 

In effect the Governor would 
become “General Manager” of the 
State, with broad executive and 
administrative powers, ‘The Sec- 
retary of State’s office would be 
nbolished and the duties now per- 
formed by that office asigned to 
the executive department by cre- 
ation of a Bureau of Public 
Records. 

Dozens of petty commissions 
and bureaus now in existence 
would be abolished entirely or 
merged with established or pro- 
posed state departments, 

The Department of Education 
would undergo few administrative 
changes, but the State Superin- 
tendent would be appointed by the 
State Board of Mdueation, without 
term, so long as his administration 
is satisfactory. Members of the

Governor, 

Unification of state institutions 
of higher learning—the University, 
Alabama Polytechnic Institute and 
Alabama College—under the su- 
pervision of a single board of trus- 
tees, was also recommended, 

An established schedule of sala- 
ries for teachers was suggested. 

The collection and disbursement 
of all special trust funds and lev- 
ies would be handled through the 

‘State’s general fund.

Reporting the State’s floating 
indebtedness at $20,422,706, the 
survey recommends the amortiza- 
tion of the deficit by the sale of 
10-year bonds at five per cent in- 
terest. 

Under the existing revenue sys: 
tem it was estimated in the survey 
that the State would earn $7,233,- 
S85 during the fiscal year 1931-32. 
Assuming the State would receive 


a like income next year, an addi- 


tional deficit of $11,182,850 is an- 
ticipated for the two-year period.

Blushing Peaches 


FE have often wondered why 
W peaches blush—because they 

really haven't anything to 
blush about. Their beauty is more 
than skin deep. It reaches to 
their stony hearts. Their color is 
so delectable that it has been 
adopted for lovely lingerie, cur- 
tains and even complexions. 


Beauty Alds 


And speaking of complexions, 
perhaps the best way to get that 
peaches-and-cream complexion — 
that shade that is just a bit lighter 
and pinker than sun-tan or honey- 
dew-—is to eat more peaches. If 
you eat them out In the sunshine, 
so much the better, for sun rays 
and fruit juices are both aids to 
beauty. Here are some peach 
suggestions for the picnic lunch 
or the porch party: 

Peach Puffs: Beat one egg until 
foamy, add one and one-half table- 
gpoons sugar, one tablespoon 


cream, one tablespoon sherry fla- 
yoring and enough flour to make 
a stiff consistency to roll (about 
one cup). Then roll very thin, 
cut in squares and put a drained 
piece of peach in the center of 
each. Sprinkle with nutmeg, fold 
over diagonally, moisten the edges 
slightly, and press together. They 
should now be triangular in shape. 
Fry in deep fat until golden 
brown. Drain on brown paper, 


French Peach Tarte: Roll out 
rich, slightly sweetened pastry in- 
to a large oblong. Dice peaches 
from a No, 1 can, add four table- 
spoons sugar, one tablespoon flour 
and enough peach syrup to make 
quite moist. Spread this along 
the middle of the pastry and bring 
the long sides up over toward the 
middle, leaving a gap along the 
top about one inch wide. Pinch 
ends together. The whole makes 
a long boat-like pastry. Bake ina 
hot oven, Slice warm or cold,*

W. Little of Alma, Kan., scenetary 
of the Kansas Press Association, 
representing 175 weekly newspa- 
pers, “but never in this business 
did they attempt to print enve- 
lopes at the murderous rate of 24 
cents a thousand, as does the gov- 
ernment.” 

The practice, Little charged, 
adds daily to the postal deficit. 

L. Hobart, Holden, Mo., one 
of the 11 Missouri publishers pres- 
ent, said the government had ‘no 
more right to manufacture and sell 
envelopes than it did lipsticks for 
stenographers.” He charged the 
government’s price for envelopes 
with a return address was so low 
that part of it had to be paid from 
taxpayers’ money.

Farm Prices Will 
Be First To Rise 


AUBURN, Ala.—Farmers will} 
benefit and reap their rewards 
when business begins to improve, | 
according to J. D, Pope, head of 
the department of agricultural ec- 
onomieg at Auburn. They were 
the first to be hit and will be the 
first to profit, 

Pope explained, however, that a 
violent decline in prices, such as 
has occurred in recent years, makes 
the whole situation chaotic for 
many years. He declared also 
that present farm prices are en- 
tirely out of line with the gross 
supply und that ultimately they 
must rise. 

The reason farm prices are out- 
of-line, Pope said, is because of 
the economic law that when prices 
fall, producer’s prices fall .more 
violently than consumer's prices; 
and when prices rise, producer’s| 
prices rise more violently than 
consumer’s prices. In the three 
years ending in May, retail prices 
of food fell from an index price 
of 177 to 111, or thirty-seven per 
cent; in the same time, prices paid 
to farmers for the same food ma- 
terials fell from 152 to 64, or fif- 
ty-eight per cent. 

If, by some means, the 1929 
level of wholesale prices for all 
commodities were restored, farm 
prices would rise higher than they 
were in 1929, because some reduc- 
tion in distributing ‘charges has 
been made, Farm prices were as 
high as other wholesale prices from 
1925 to 1929, Any rise in price 
level, he said, will result in a great- 
er proportionate rise in farm 
prices, 

This brings a bit of cheer to 
the farm picture and hope for farm 
people who have suffered greatly 
during the last decade, Pope added.
